As he prepares for his first ever touring play, Paul 
McGann reflects on a career with no regrets, and why he's 
happy to talk about Withnail & I and Doctor Who

T he interview with Paul McGann is mere 

minutes old, but already there’s a stumbling 
point. We’re talking about Gabriel , which 
opens at Richmond Theatre on 28 March, 
and I am desperately trying to pronounce McGann’s 
character’s name. ‘Yes, Von Pfunz,’ he says, making 
it sound so easy. ‘Someone did say it sounds like a 
fart in a bath! The audience, I suppose, will be 
hoping he’s a comic character when they first meet 
him, and indeed he is and plays along with it a little 
bit - but soon reveals himself to be slightly less 
comic than we hoped... ’ 

Gabriel is based in 1943 Nazi-occupied 
Guernsey and focuses on widow and mother, 

Jeanne, who will do whatever it takes to keep her 
adolescent daughter Estelle and daughter-in-law 
Lily safe on an island filled with danger and fear - 
with her problems set to mount with the arrival of 
Commander Von Pfiinz, whose romantic advances 
may be the only way to keep her family alive. 

McGann mentions a comedic side, but I point out 
the press release mentions the word ‘terrifying’ in 
relation to Von Pfunz. ‘Yes I saw that, and I suppose 
it is for Jeanne,’ he considers. ‘It’s really about her 
dilemma and how far she’s got to go to keep her 
family safe. I like a bit of history and I had heard 
about the occupation of the Channel Islands, but I 
knew little about it. It bedevilled quite a lot of the 
locals and is probably the reason why, to this day, 


there are certain elements of the occupation that 
islanders will not talk about.’ 

McGann is delighted Gabriel starts its touring 
run at the Richmond Theatre - ‘It’s one of those 
houses that actors love’ - and to embrace the most 
important thing to him as an actor. ‘It’s not an 
original thing to say, but when you do stage work, 
practically speaking it gives you time,’ he says. 
‘Time to rehearse, time to actually be with the 
people you are working with, whereas say on film 
and TV you just turn up and do it. There’s no 
rehearsal time and you might be in something with 
somebody, but you never see them. In theatre you 
have time to work stuff through, and that’s when 
you learn. You learn things doing theatre that stands 
you in pretty good stead going back on to film sets - 
it doesn’t work the other way around. You don’t 
learn anything on a film set that will teach you how 
to play Richmond. That’s probably the reason why 
we actors value it so much and keep going back 
because we have never really learnt it properly.’ 

Stumble number two in this interview now rears 
its head, and it’s nothing to do with pronunciation. 
It’s the press release that ultimately saves me, the 
fact that the first thing it mentions next to McGann’s 
name is one of my all-time favourite films, Withnail 
& /, which happens to be 30-years-old too. Does he 
get bored of talking about it with fans like me? ‘No, 
for those of us who were in it, what a lovely thing to 


> 
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have happened and been involved with,’ he bats 
away my concerns. ‘In its first few years it 
disappeared, but none of us had ever done a picture, 
so we loved it anyway. As it happened it found its 
feet again, like it got another life, or ten in fact. On 
the way here on the Tube some guy stopped me and 
wanted to have a picture taken, and there’s someone 
every day that wants to talk about it. I love that.’ 

Watching it again before speaking to McGann - 
as if I needed a reason -1 marvel at how it has 
stood the test of time. ‘It looked strangely dated 
when we made it,’ McGann 
laughs, ‘insofar you didn’t know 
the year when we shot it. It 
doesn’t look like an 80s film. I 
even have people thinking we 
shot it in the 60s - how old do 
they think lam!? The reason it 
has endured is it’s really well 
written. That’s the work of genius. 

You can buy the script in book form and for years 
now it has been on writing courses. It wears its 
expertise really lightly, and had I not been in it I 
would have loved it as well, been one of those 
people who tries to find Richard E Grant in the 
street and shout at him!’ 

McGann has certainly kept himself busy in the 
intervening years, and as I am on a roll I bring up 
another one of my obsessions: Doctor Who. ‘I was 
him,’ McGann says light-heartedly. He certainly 
was, playing the Eighth Doctor in what us fans term 
the ‘wilderness years’ between the original BBC 


series ending in 1989 and returning to our TV 
screens in 2005. ‘That’s 20 odds year ago in itself,’ 
he says on starring in the American TV pilot in 
1996. ‘All actors have these stories where they 
nearly did something, and for me this was one of 
them. We did a TV pilot that never went to a series. 
Had it happened then I would have done an 
American series of Doctor Who , and what’s 
followed since would never have happened, you 
probably wouldn’t have had David Tennant as the 
Doctor, Matt Smith... When Doctor Who came back 
in 2005 I had no part in it, but 
once you are in it, you are in it. 
Even if I had only been in it one 
day, in one episode, 30 years ago, 
still you are in it as I have learnt 
from going to fan shows and 
meeting people who really love it. 
And if you have ever played the 
Doctor like I did, then it’s like 
being the President or the Pope!’ 

McGann did return to the role four years ago to 
mark the show’s 50th anniversary, getting a fitting 
send off in short The Night of the Doctor. There was 
a clamour from the fans for a spin off featuring the 
Eighth Doctor, but it never materialised like the 
TARDIS would normally do. Any disappointment 
that he missed out on a series run. ‘Nah!’ he 
exclaims. ‘No regrets.’

T he start of spring marks the light at the end 
of what seems, this year especially, to have 
been a very grey and turbulent winter tunnel 
- and we’re not just talking about the 
weather. But while the political thunderstorms 
rumble on unabated, the weather has turned, so 
here’s a run-down of the best places to get away 
from it all and see this season in all its glory. 

We are truly blessed to have so many wonderful 
green spaces on our doorstep - something that 
makes our postcodes the envy of much of London, 
and indeed still one of the most desirable areas in 
the world in which to live, Brexit or no Brexit. 

Natural Beauty 

As a dyed in the wool west Londoner, I’m the first 
to admit that our two best known local green spaces 
never cease to enthral. No springtime is complete 
for me without a stroll down Kew Gardens’ Cherry 
Walk, where wind-blown blossoms become nature’s 
confetti, and a quick nip through the bluebells by 
Queen Charlotte’s Cottage. The sea of blue they 
create is the stuff of fairytales. 

Over in Richmond Park, it’s time to catch the 
stunning azaleas and rhododendrons in full bloom at 
Isabella Plantations. Tucked away in the middle of 
the park, this 40 acre woodland is the only dog free 
zone in the park, making it ideal for my hubby and 
anyone else who’s not a canine fan, and it also 
boasts the most endearingly babbling stream for kids 
to paddle in (wellies are a must). 

Chiswick House and Grounds has its own floral 
rival with its annual Camellia Show featuring 33 
different varieties of the beautiful species. At nearly 
200 years of age, they’re the oldest collection in the 
western world, but be quick as the display closes on 
2 April and the radiant blooms will fade away for 
another year. 

Meanwhile Ham House and Garden has a living 
exhibition of Four Centuries of Tulips starting this 
month and running till May. With over 1,500 bulbs 
including rare varietals the rainbow of colours is 
sure to be an absolute feast for the eyes.

Family Fun 

My top tips for families this April include the 
gorgeous Osterley with its mansion and park. Run 
by the National Trust there’s plenty of free space to 
roam including a natural play area, but my favourite 
spot is the meadow behind the Main House for a 
picnic, followed by one of their Easter activities. 
Back again due to popular demand is the Cadbury’s 
Easter Egg Trail around the 17th century garden, 
after which a spot of den building always proves to 
be a winner. 

Barnes Wetland Centre is also a top family spot 
to view some spring wildfowl as well as their 
natural habitat coming to life. This year they’ve got 
an Easter Giant Duck Hunt and Celeb Dusty Duck 
trail complete with 6ft tall Dusties that’ll take you in 
and out of all nature’s nooks and 
crannies, with visitors guaranteed 
to see plenty of our real 
feathered friends alongside bugs 
and buds while celebrating all 
things spring. 

Hidden Gem 

As a local-lifer, I really reckoned I knew most of the 
area’s local green spaces, having been dragged by 
my parents round most of them as a small child and 
then, more recently, dragged my own offspring 
around the same and more. But until now, I had 
never come across the delights of Boston Manor 
Park - a real hidden gem starting in the unlikely 
surrounds under the M4, but extending along the 
canal towards Brentford lock and up towards the 
River Brent. 


The gardens are beautifully kept, a real delight and 
feature not just greenery in ornamental gardens, but 
a pond teeming with wildlife, a fitness park, tennis 
courts, a great children’s play area (hours of fun 
guaranteed!) and a community run Pavilion Cafe 
(open weekends and school holidays). It is also 
home to one of the borough’s largest Cedar of 
Lebanon trees. 

A new orienteering course 
and nature trail has been devised 
by the park’s volunteer 
supporters, which makes for a 
great afternoon ramble while 
enjoying the wildlife in all its 
glory (course available at the 
cafe or take a visit to friendsofbostonmanor.com). 

So whether you feel we’re up a hard Brexit 
stream without a paddle, getting stuck in the soft 
Euro mud or just seeking shelter from a spring 
shower of Trump, at least the enduring beauty of our 
local nature is guaranteed to lift our spirits whether 
you’re a horticulturalist, a nature lover or just a 
family needing some fresh seasonal spring air - 
until one of your small people gets puddle water in 
their wellies, that is.

HER FEET 


Rug designer Tania Johnson is hot property in interiors right now, 
the result of a passion to capture life’s little moments

C reativity comes in many forms, 
and taking what her eyes 
capture and turning it into a 
unique work of art is designer 
Tania Johnson’s own personal form of 
innovation. When I meet with Johnson at 
her studio in Twickenham, I am struck 
by how open it is, with plenty of natural 
light flowing in. Her collection of rugs 
are positioned on the floor and her 
designs printed onto metal sheets hang 
from the walls, giving the surroundings a 
wonderful burst of colour. 

Johnson explains that she gets her 
inspiration from anywhere. ‘Things in 
nature, shadows, and reflections - things 
you will see in one moment, but they are

gone in the next second,’ says Johnson. 
‘For example a reflection on a lake - if 
you don’t capture it in that moment you 
won’t see that same image again.’ 

Looking at the designs from the 
photos Johnson has taken makes you feel 
like you were there with her, and every 
design is from a moment captured by 
her. ‘It was only recently when I 
launched the rug collection that I realized 
how important photography was. It 
didn’t really occur to me until more and 
more people started asking where I got 
my inspiration from,’ says Johnson, 
name-checking Kew Gardens as one 
local landmark in particular that catches 
her eye and always delights her. 
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We head upstairs to her design space, 
where her software computers are 
located as well as small sample colours 
laid out on the floor for visual examples. 
‘I have specific textile 
software that I use to 
reduce the colours 
because there are a 
million colours in one 
photograph,’ Johnson 
says on the design 
process. ‘I make the 
actual graphs on squared paper by 
creating every single knot and then send 
it to my manufacturer in Nepal. He then 
prints it and puts it above the loom as the 
weavers sit there and follow the knots.’ 

The process of each rug varies as, if 
it’s a difficult design, only an inch a day 
is completed by the weavers that sit side 
by side. ‘If one of those weavers needs 
to leave, then they all have to stop 
because they work across on exact 
tandem by each line,’ says Johnson. 
Nepal itself is what makes her rugs so 
unique. ‘They understand the western 
aesthetic and they have such amazing 
quality. I also like the back-story as to 
why there is a whole carpet industry in 
Nepal,’ says Johnson. 

Johnson’s prices range from £825- 
£2,475 per square metre. The prices vary 


according to the knot count, the silk 
content and the design complexity. The 
design team works in three different knot 
counts - 100, 150 and 200 - and, 

depending on the detail 
of the design along 
with size of the rug, 
Johnson and her team 
use whichever knot 
count works best to 
retain the intricacy of 
the design. ‘The more 
knots and the finer it is, the more 
expensive it is,’ says Johnson. 

She launched her company in 2010 in 
New York, and as Johnson’s company 


grew, she decided that she needed to find 
a company that also held her values in 
no child labour policies. Step forward 
Goodweave: a small company that has a 
completely transparent chain of 
inspectors to regulate the no child labour 
rule. ‘I was inspired because they made 
the ethical side more important than the 
design side,’ says Johnson. 

My time in Twickenham comes to an 
end and I marvel one last time at how 
each design is a perfect reproduction of 
Johnson’s photographs. Unique works of 
art in a unique space of creativity.

FOREVER 

How this property in Sheen underwent a stunning 
transformation, by the person behind it

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T he client wanted this to be their 
forever house. They lived around 
the comer and had admired the 
house for so long, and when they 
heard that it was coming onto the market 
they leapt at the opportunity to own it. 
Given this they wanted a home that 
would reflect their lifestyle and the life 
they wanted. 

The property spans over 5,500 sq ft 
across two levels. The original house 
was built in the Mock Tudor style of 
architecture in 1920, which was extended 
in 1960. The original annexe was 
separate from the main building, but in 
2007 the previous owner carried out a 
full refurbishment, which included 
joining the annexe to the main house. 

The interior design works were 
carried out in two phases, with the first 
phase including the children’s bedrooms 
in the main house and the au pair’s 
bedroom and guest bedroom on the 
upper floor of the annexe. On 
completion, the client asked us to 
transition directly into the phase two 
works. This essentially covered the rest 
of the house, including the reception 
rooms and master bedroom. 

What excited me most about this 
property were the dark oak paneled 
rooms. I fell in love with these rooms as 
they exhibit such warmth and ambience 
in such a classic manner. With the 
paneling and wall lights being original it 
was wonderful that the client was 
equally sympathetic to this, and the 



schemes for these rooms were developed 
around enhancing this feature with an 
eclectic mix of furnishings and a 
contemporary palette to make it liveable. 
In addition, the client owned a diverse 
selection of artwork, a variety of 
oversized oils, charcoal portraits and 
other abstract pieces. I love considering 
the artwork in a project as it not only 
adds the individual stamp of a home onto 
a property, but also provides a glimpse 
into the personalities of the owners, and 
what was so exciting is how this, the 
architectural style of the house and the 
interiors came together so well to create 
a stunning profile of the people that

occupy the space and ultimately reflect 
them so perfectly. It was such a joy, such 
an excitement and such a privilege. 

The architectural style of the house 
and the internal beams and trusses 
together with the rich palette and dark 
timber could resonate with that of a 
country house, but this interior was more 
a journey with the client to interpret and 
implement their own personal style. The 
clients travel extensively for business 
and enjoy the quirky luxury of the design 
of some of the hotels they stayed in. In 


addition they enjoy and appreciate 
functionality and efficiency, and equally 
a good rummage around a vintage store 
for special eclectic finds. Taking these 
aspects into account, the look and feel 
comprised a selection of linens, velvets, 
florals, metals, grey oaks, bespoke and 
contemporary furniture to tell the story 
of who they are. 

The reception rooms hold the original 
features of the house and were regarded 
as the core of the home. The Snug was to 
be a room where the client could relax 
against a backdrop of a fire burning in 
the fireplace and perhaps entertain 
friends, sip cognac, and sit back and 
enjoy good conversation. 

To allow this vision to materialise, we 
designed structured yet comfortable 
sofas and seating. Bespoke seating 
comprising three individual seats that 
can be connected and made into one sofa 
was placed under the window. 

Upholstered in a terracotta fabric it 
provided a stunning contrast to the 
palette, yet complemented the client’s 
contemporary artwork and the warm rich 
red hues of the oak paneling. The 
eclectic mix of classic and contemporary 
is evident in the upholstered ottoman. 

Across the hallway, the Sunday Room 
continues the look and feel of the Snug, 
with its rich oak paneling and double 
aspect allowing light to flood into the 
room and the interior to extend to the 
greenery of the gardens beyond the 
original crittal windows. > 



The Mock Tudor properly has

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The client wanted this space to 
perform the function of a relaxed room 
to have informal family meals, but to 
also host formal family functions. Our 
initial approach was to design a dining 
table that could meet both requirements. 
Dimensions and design were carefully 
considered in terms of the style of the 
base and the thickness of the top to 
house the extending mechanism. 
Oversized vintage linen slip covered 
chairs were designed to fit around the 
table. When the table was not extended, 
the design allowed for the excess chairs 
to form a seating area around the log fire 
on the opposite side of the room. A large 
bench seat that extended the full width of 
the window was made bespoke in oak 
with a rattan back in the style of a church 
bench to complement the style of the

room, but also add additional interesting 
seating to the table. The essential and 
overriding feature that brings this room 
together is the over-scaled and dramatic 
artwork that is fitted to the wall on the 
left of the paneling. 

The open plan Living Area outside 
the Snug and Sunday Room was 
designed as a space for the whole family 
and the scheme was carefully considered 
to ensure the space flowed seamlessly to 
the rest of the house. As the space is set 
within the modem 1960s extension to the 
house, furnishings are sympathetic to 
this contemporary addition. The black 
veined marble table with blackened steel 
legs and metal and glass side table hint 
at this contemporary undertone. The 
Serge Mouille floor lamp behind the sofa 
is another hint at the timing of the 
extension, providing relevance to the 
furnishing scheme.

There are five bedrooms, 
including the master, two 
children’s bedrooms, au pair’s 
bedroom and guest bedroom 
- each with their own distinct 
look. When approaching the 
children’s bedrooms, we 
carefully considered the 
architectural style of the 
property, but also wanted 
them to have what they 
considered the perfect 
bedroom, so we spent time chatting to 
them about their hobbies and favourite 
colours. As the au pair was studying, the 
brief for this 
bedroom was to 
ensure a comfortable 
bed, desk and 
dressing table area. 

When discussing the 
interior scheme for 
the guest bedroom, 
the client’s only requirement was for two 
single beds and a space for their guest to 
use a laptop. 

Upstairs the master suite comprises 
the master bedroom with adjoining open 
plan dressing area. This room is 
exquisite in that the exposed beams and 
trusses added enormous character. When 
approaching the design of this room we 
opted not to add any furnishings that 
would conflict with this stunning 


architectural feature. Instead, furnishings 
were paired down to a humble heavy 
weight wheat coloured headboard 
extending the full width of the bed and 
beyond to cover the bed side tables. To 
add a punch, the client opted for a bright 
orange oversized velvet armchair to the 
comer of the room with an antique 
magazine rack alongside. The artwork 
again adds a hint of humour and 
quirkiness to the space. 

The informal dining area comprises a 
Frank Hudson Refectory table with 
wishbone chairs. The light above the 
table was made bespoke in a black metal 
finish to complement the design detailing 
of the joinery at the desk and library area 
so that the interior scheme connects from 
one space to the other. The master 
bathroom in rich walnut and black 
marble tops and porcelain floor tiles 
comprises a 1950s original design 
dressing table with 
mirror and grey 
upholstered dressing 
table chair. The 
beautiful light flooding 
into this bathroom 
creates a tranquil 
sanctuary. 

The property has taken us and the 
client on a wonderful journey over the 
course of two years. The close 
collaboration between our team and the 
client and their trust provides an 
enormous amount of satisfaction to both 
parties - and certainly has developed a 
relationship that will last a long time.

How Yalding’s historic gardens have been restored 
and transformed into a stunning wedding venue

U nique, historic and 

unforgettable, The Gardens, 
originally known as Yalding 
Organic Gardens, is home to 
what is fast becoming the most sought 
after wedding venue in the heart of Kent. 
As you arrive, you are faced with the 
delightful task of traversing the 16 
different gardens, ranging from the 
‘medieval garden’ to the ‘barbeque 
garden’. It’s a beautifully designed, 
potted history of styles and plants 
through the ages - but The Gardens’ own 
history deserves a stand-alone story. 

The Gardens were originally created 
as a display garden for the Henry 
Doubleday Research Association. The 
12.5-acre site was gifted, along with a 
sum of money, from local organic 
farmers Donald and Pixie Cooper and 
they opened to the public in 1995. Soon 
enough they were being described as 
‘among the most inspirational garden 
acres anywhere, for everyone’ - but were 


forced to close by 2011. Prior to the 
current owners buying The Gardens in 
2013, and despite the best efforts of 
volunteers, they had fallen into disrepair 
and large areas were significantly 
overgrown. The restoration of the 
gardens took a considerable amount of 
work and significant investment to 
restore and replant the gardens, 
preserving history whilst creating the 
ultimate wedding venue. 

Original members of the team came 
on-board to help with the restoration, and 
soon those behind the concerted effort 
were being pleasantly surprised. As the 
gardens were uncovered and reclaimed, 
many plants and bulbs that have survived 
the wilderness years were discovered, so 
time was taken to ensure everything was 
given a chance to fully recover. 

The changes to The Gardens were 
extensive, all with the intention of 
opening them up to the wider public and 
creating what is now a magnificent 


wedding venue. The Bam was 
beautifully restored and styled with a 
contemporary touch to make it perfect 
for any type of event; two spacious tipis 
were installed to offer flexible 
entertaining space; a gazebo was 
introduced for outside weddings; and 
today it is an all-year round venue that’s 
perfect for couples and their guests to 
experience their dream wedding. 

The team are dedicated to ensuring 
that The Gardens will continue to play a 
role in helping to educate and encourage 
the next generation of horticulturists. The 
Gardens will be hosting an open day in 
association with local beekeepers on 14 
May, an opportunity for the younger 
generation to explore the gardens, but 
also leam about bee keeping and the 
impact of bees on horticulture. 

Already The Gardens have become a 
much sought after destination for 
memorable weddings, and it’s clearly a 
place where anyone with a love of nature 
or horticulture should take the time to 
travel to. The Gardens are a tmly unique 
venue in Kent due to the stunning 
gardens, and to the uniqueness and 
popularity of the tipis. They are really 
capturing the public’s imagination and 
provide a wonderful opportunity to take 
a walk through gardening history. 

The Gardens are open to the public on 
selected dates. They will be holding a 
wedding open day on Sunday 30 April.

Head Chef at Vinoteca Chiswick James Robson, tells us 
why wine from obscure boutique vineyards is all the rage

C hiswick’s Devonshire Road is 
not short of stand-out places to 
eat by any stretch, with the 
acclaimed La Trompette 
boasting a classic French offering, and 
the tantalising Latin-inspired Quantas 
bringing spice and colour to the local 
food scene. That’s why Vinoteca has to 
be applauded for its ability to hold its 
own among an array of excellent 
restaurants, doing what it does best and 
letting that speak for itself, rather than 
being loud and bashful. The wine pantry 
type feel inside will transport you to a 
forgotten part of the Mediterranean, all 
aged wood and earthy colours, with wine 
bottles from all four comers of the globe 
stacked high and across each wall. 

‘There is a big move towards smaller, 


lesser known vineyards, and South African 
wine is the in thing right now,’ says James 
Robson, Head Chef at Vinoteca Chiswick. 
‘Vinoteca’s owners spend a lot of time 
researching and exploring when it comes 
to their wine offering, which is so vast 
and ever-changing.’ 

The founders of Vinoteca’s mstic five 
location chain were initially inspired by 
the traditional wine bars of Spain and 
Italy, the laid-back, blissful nature of 
these two places sitting at the core of 
what they were aiming to create. Brett 
Woonton, Charlie Young and Elena Ares 
banded together to create understated 
wine hubs all over the city, offering high 
quality wine that was full of character 
and flavour, but at a price point that was 
accessible for all. Each branch of 


Vinoteca also has its own signature, 
seasonal menu, although small elements 
are consistent throughout each branch, 
like cured meats from Jabugo and Spain, 
as well as the bavette steak. I can attest 
to the greatness of the Vinoteca Chiswick 
menu personally having spent plenty of 
time marvelling at the menu before I 
finally made a choice, only to then 
inappropriately eat half of everything 
that was on my guest’s plate too because 
the glutton in me had been unleashed 
and the food was too good to only stick 
to my own dish choices. And I’m not 
even ashamed. 

When asked how the Vinoteca 
founders each began their journey with 
wine, Robson explains: ‘One third of the 
founder duo, Brett Woonton, hails from > 
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3HD and Little Bird, 1 Battersea Rise, London, SW1MHG 
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gourmet 



New Zealand and got his start in the fine 
dining industries of Australia, the 
Cayman Islands and London. He really 
learnt the British wine trade from the 
best, having done stints with Enotria 
Wine Cellars and Liberty Wines, with a 
particular focus on Italian wines. 

‘Charlie Young was based in the 
Channel Islands, the West Indies, 
Germany and England before he began 
his journey with wine in Yorkshire,’ 
Robson continues, ‘before moving on to 
France and Australia. He actually met 
Brett at Liberty Wines and that’s how 
Vinoteca was bom.’ 

The last piece in the founder super 
team behind Vinoteca’s conception, 
Elena Ares has a background in 
environmental science and she is the 
brains behind Vinoteca’s sustainability 


efforts, something that Robson says is of 
the utmost importance to all three 
founders. The talented chef feels that 
while wine merchants are becoming 
savvier about the environmental impacts 
of wine production and transportation, 
the average city diner is equally 
becoming just as clued up. ‘Buyers are 
interested in how their wine is made and 
how it’s being transported, which is 
something that has blown up in recent 
years,’ he explains. ‘Before, nobody 
would have really asked those sorts of 
questions, there is more awareness now.’ 

Robson also highlights the shift 
towards small, boutique wine makers, 
with buyers now always on the look out 
for the latest immaculate tasting wine 
from ‘that tiny vineyard off the map in 
that place that nobody’s heard of’. The 



wine scene is tapping into exclusivity, 
allowing buyers to feel as if they have 
purchased something that is one of a kind 
and that only a select few are aware of. 
It’s about feeling like you are part of the 
‘if you know, you know’ club. Looking 
at all the bottles lining the walls of 
Vinoteca Chiswick, I’m slightly 
overwhelmed at all the variety and didn’t 
know where to start when it came to 
tasting. I settled on an ancient looking, 
shipwrecked kind of bottle that looked 
like something Jack Sparrow would 
drink, thinking I’d picked the most 
unique bottle of wine in the store, certain 
it would be from the most niche vineyard 
going. To my disappointment, the wine 
hailed from South Africa, which meant I 
wasn’t nearly as hipster as I’d previously 
thought, selecting a bottle from the 
It-region of the wine scene right now. 

Specialist wineries are no longer few 
and far between in the capital, with 
multiple often being present along one 
road, yet rather than competing and 
aimlessly chasing fickle wine trends, 
Vinoteca is simply staying true to its 
values surrounding choice, quality and 
sustainability. With an impressive 
collection of wine bottles that have 
travelled across every sea on earth and a 
gentle yet characterful identity, Vinoteca 
survives among key players in the 
Chiswick food and drink scene because 
it’s a dark horse that will effortlessly 
convert beginners and aficionados alike 
to their rich collection of worldly wines 
in an instant.

THE PETERSHAM HOTEL

A rriving on a cold, rainy 
evening, the view from 
The Petersham Hotel 
restaurant was still 
breathtaking, in an ethereal, 
mysterious sort of way. Inside, 
deep blue fabrics set against more 
muted tones are featured 
throughout the restaurant, giving it 
a sophisticated feel, while dark 
woods and inky paint colours on 
the walls tie the whole affair 
together, giving the space an air of broody glamour. 

The menu is a luscious concoction of juicy 
game birds, tantalising fish and creative vegetable 
dishes, so my guest and I were struck with 
indecisiveness as soon as we’d laid eyes on the 
starters, never mind the stand out main courses. 
We finally settled on the rabbit ballotine, 
featuring wasabi mayonnaise, beetroot, com 
and pickled mushroom, as well as the sauteed 
scallops, complete with banana plantain, 
parsnip puree and black pudding. Both dishes 
were rich in flavour, but light enough that we 
were ready for our main courses just as they 
started making their way towards the table. 

The grilled Dover sole with ratte potatoes 
was simply glorious, bathed in a brown butter 
sauce and garnished with capers, the flavours 
merging together in smooth transition from 
fork to mouth, while the Brechin beef was so 
supple that my fork sunk through it almost like it

was a mousse jelly, glazed in 
a heavenly bordelaise sauce. 

I let The Petersham Hotel’s 
knowledgeable staff select 
the wines, and I wasn’t 
disappointed. Never having 
been particularly keen on red 
wine, I was pleasantly 
surprised by the velvety feel 
of the plum coloured wine paired with the 
meat dishes, as it was easy on the throat and 
contained fruity flavourings with hardly any 
trace of bitterness. 

My eyes immediately darted towards 
the dark chocolate three way on the dessert 
menu, an indulgent treat comprised of truffle, 
mousse and a soft textured brownie, along 
with a fabulous liqueur coffee that combines 
whisky, amaretto, Baileys, Cointreau, Tia 
Maria and brandy. 

Only a truly special location can still 
maintain its magic in the midst of miserable 
British weather doing its worst, and The 
Petersham Hotel restaurant managed this 
and more, pulling out all the stops and 
leaving nothing to be desired.

The 

DRACULA EFFECT

Does it really matter if your child is schooled 
in a mixed classroom or not?

hen selecting the right 
school, one of the first 
questions for parents to 
consider is whether their 
children would benefit from a 
co-educational or single sex education. 
Often tempered by their own experiences, 
this is a topic that can be difficult to 
answer. Of course, there is no right or 
wrong answer, only what is right for your 
child at each particular stage in these 
formative years. Here are a few elements 
to consider when trying to understand 
what might be best for your children. 

Advocates of single sex education 
will argue that allowing children to learn 
in an environment away from the 
distractions of the opposite sex allows 
for a greater focus on their academic 
education and, therefore, is more likely 
to achieve better exam results. Tony 


Little, the former Headmaster of Eton 
College, argued that single sex education 
allowed pupils to ‘be themselves’, 
extending their childhood until they 
reached the bigger, wider world. Away 
from the opposite sex, children can go 
through those all-important years without 
worrying as much about appearance or 
asking that obvious question in class. 

Others will argue that it’s important 
for children to be in a co-educational 
school, as the real world and working 
life is co-educational. Schools should be 
preparing children for adult life and we 
all need to understand and celebrate our 
differences in order to succeed in the 
future. There are many arguments which 
show that a co-educational school gives 
children the opportunity to develop 
friendships and understand the 
differences within a safe environment. 


Some single sex schools have adapted 
to meet this need and introduced 
co-education for sixth form. This can work 
particularly well for some students, 
especially if they have been in a single sex 
environment throughout their schooling. 
This flexible structure highlights an 
important aspect of the decision making 
process, you don’t need to pick one type 
of school all the way through. Your child 
might flourish in a single sex prep school 
only to go on and enjoy the co-ed 
environment of secondary school and, of 
course, vice versa. 

Recent research suggests that girls in 
single sex schools are more likely to 
achieve better GCSE grades and 
continue into higher education than those 
in a mixed school. Whilst other reports 
suggest boys perform better in a 
co-educational environment. However, 
for every report suggesting that one 
group performs better than the other, 
there’s another to counter the argument. 

It’s clear that there is no right answer. 
Rather than trying to weigh up the 
general academic scores, it’s better to 
understand what works for your child 
and in what environment they would be 
most likely to flourish. Each independent 
school is unique and choosing between 
co-educational and single sex education 
is just one part of the decision-making 
process. The right school for your child 
might surprise you!

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Star in the makin 

How a soon to be launched charity looks to give every pupil a 
chance to succeed, whatever personal challenges face them

D on’t judge a book by its cover. 
It’s a saying that springs 
instantly to mind when 
listening to a story from the 
Founder of MyBigCareer, Deborah 
Streatfield. ‘I met a young man at a time 
when he was a part of a gang that was 
running an estate and he was very rarely 
at school,’ she recounts. ‘When I first 
spoke to him, he just blew me away with 
his intelligence.’ With the right support 
and encouragement, said young man 
went on to earn top exam marks and find 
himself heading off to Durham 
University. ‘He recently graduated and 
has now got a full-time job in the City,’ 
Streatfield adds. 

It’s an amazing story that also 
impressed education expert Sue Laidlaw, 
Founder and Senior Partner of Laidlaw 
Education. ‘It got me thinking,’ Laidlaw 
says. ‘There are a whole host of charities 
out there, and they are all important, but 
none of them helped to sponsor a child 
in the UK. It happens overseas, but it 
does not happen here.’ 

Well it does now, as Streatfield and 
Laidlaw have joined forces to launch 


Sponsorstars to address child poverty. 

It’s easy to ignore the issue, especially 
when we write about luxury in London 
on a monthly basis, but it isn’t a small 
problem: there are currently 3.9 million 
children growing up in poverty in this 
country, and the capital isn’t immune. 

‘I have met students who are hungry, or 
going to school and having to share a 
uniform,’ Streatfield says. ‘One student 
said to me that his poverty is mirrored in 
the glass of Canary Wharf. A lot of their 
parents are in jobs, but on zero hours, 
and there’s just nothing left for food at 
times. It breaks my heart to see it.’ 

Their charity will look to donations of 
a minimum of £10 per month over a 
year, where sponsors can assist young 
people from 14-18 with educational 
needs who are in deprivation. ‘It’s a time 
when they are making their choices,’ 
Streatfield explains about the age focus. 
‘The money will be held in Trust at the 
relevant school. They will know the 
sponsored children, but the children 
themselves won’t have to shout about it. 
If they then can’t afford a school jumper, 
the school will help organise that. ’ 


‘We are not asking for very much, 
but it will all make a huge difference,’ 
Laidlaw adds. ‘It will just lift their 
spirits hugely.’ 

The response, so far, has been 
exceptional - ‘One person said it was 
groundbreaking,’ Laidlaw smiles - and 
already there are some big names 
attached to Sponsorstars. Aled Jones and 
Claire Jones are Patrons, and Trustees 
include names that span the fields of 
media, PR and education. Now they are 
looking for people to start donating and 
offering much needed financial 
assistance, with the plan to properly roll 
out the charity later this year in 
September - and, who knows, perhaps 
you will be the person who helps to 
uncover the next educational superstar.

Examining London’s super-prime property market 


T he Land Registry records that 

house prices have increased 270 % 
in nominal terms since January 
2000 . During this time we have 
seen the market for London’s most 
expensive properties structurally change 
with new price brackets developing. 

Prime Central London (PCL) is a 
widespread term used in the property 
market and typically relates to properties 
located in the most affluent boroughs 
priced from £2,000,000 to £10,000,000. 
Anything above this price level is 
generally referred to as super-prime; 
however, with a number of sales 
exceeding £ 50 , 000,000 recently, the term 
ultra-prime applies to the few at the very 
top end of the market. 

While the Prime Central London
